Mr. Neville Chamberlain. the 
Prime Minister, has made a 
splendid start in office. The 


first day’ he: appeared in the 


| House of Commons after the re- 


tirement of Mr. Stanley Bald- 
avin, his generous praise for : 
colleague; who owed him. much 
in gratitude, won him esteem. 
On Wednesday last he showed, 
in his first major decision 
‘Prime Minister, that he possess- 
ed no narrow willfulness of 
nature, He bowed to the com- 
plaints of the House and aban- 
doned. his carefully planned 
National Defence Contribution 
scheme, by which he sought to 
obtain £25,000,000 this year to 
assist Britain’s vital rearmament 
programme. He was making 
no-falscly-modest.claim -when-he 
said: ““My record does not in- 
clude pig-headed’ - obstinacy.”

there are arsenals where gas-shells for 
discharge from mortars and heavy 
guns are belng prepared and stored. 

On the whole, however, these imple-

methods four and five, and it is with 
the development of these that the gas 
experts are chicfly busied.

42, Accidents 
In H.K. Week 


Official Traffic 
Report Issucd . 


One fatality in. 42 accidents 
during the week ending May 29 
is revealed in, tho official report 
made by the Hongkong Traffic 
Inspector and issued to-day. 


Motor cars, lorries, buses, motor 
cycles, bicycles, tramears and rick- 
shaws were Involved in these 42 ace 
eldents, which entailed Injuries to 20 
people, 11 of whom were admitted to 
hospital. 


The “one fatallty was a, Chinese, 
aged: 22, who dicd as no result’ of In- 
juries received whilst alighting from 
A moving tramcar. 

Of the injured, nine were pedes- 
trians, who were cither walking or 
running across the road when knock- 

down. : : 

Four tramear passengers and onc 
bus passenger were Injured because 
they alighted from the vehicles as 
they were moving. Injuries were 
sustained by passengers who fell from 
moving motor lorries, . . 

Of the 42 accidents, 15 were col- 
Ilsions between vehicles, twelve were 
collisions between vehicles and pedes- 
triang and-15 were due to other 
causes. g 


“57 VEHICLES INVOLVED ~ 


The report shows that 19 private 
motor cars were {nvolved, and that 
the number of other vehicles which 
figures in these various accidents was 
as follows: motor ‘lorries (14), pub- 
Iie motor cars (3), motor buses. (5), 
motor cycles (4), tramecars (5), 
bicyeles (3) and rickshaws (4). 

An analysis of how these 42 people 
were injured, serves, among other 
things, to show that pedestrians con- 
tinue to be careless in their use of 
the rond. 

Six were Injured because they ran 
feross the road, and four. of them re- 
ceived hospital trentment: Three 
were hurt because they Walked cnre- 
lessly. Another ‘stupid. habit which 
produced unfortunate results during 
that week, was the allghting from 
moving public vehicles. Seven pto- 
ple were injured, with five sent to 
hospital, because they Ignored reagon- 
able precautions.
